A. The increase is due principally to payment of duty on several articles formerly imported free by the Navy ; 
payment of d'7-rence of duty on malt imported since June [yo2; and increase in importation of flour, 
petroleum, sugar, cotton oil, potatoes, pulse and seeds.

A. Decrease mainly due to smaller amount of interest paid to the Saving Bank, owing to sale of certain 
investments in 1907-8 and transfer of othe: trom Savings Bank to Schedule A in 1908-9. 


B. Decrease due to fewer pensions and gratuitics granted than in 1907-8. 


C. Increase chiefly due to the Governorship having remained vacant during a portion of 1907-8. 


D. Increase due principally to periodical increments of salaries and entertaining allowance drawn by Acting 
Lieutenant Governor.

F. Decrease principally due to less expenditure in 1908-9 on extra assistance, renewal of permanent way and 
rolling stock, training of apprentices in the Technical School, and purchase of tools and materials for 
maintenance of permanent way and rolling stock; and to transfer of the expenditure for training of 
apprentices in England to Head XVIII Public Instruction. 

G. Decrease due to purchase of two houses in 1907-8, for the preservation of the Halsaflieni antiquities. 


H. Decrease chiefly due to less expenditure, in 1908-9, for witnesses, jurors, interpretations and_ professional 
attendance in the Courts. 


I. Decrease principally due to expenditure, in 1907-8, for training in England a Medical Officer in Tropical 
Medicine, a Sanitary Inspector and an Assistant Veterinary Surgeon, and to smaller expenditure incurred in 
1908-9 for the prevention of diseases and general sanitary purposes. 


J. Increase mainly due to larger expenditure on provisions owing to increased number of patients in some of the 
Institutions and higher contract prices of some articles of consumption.

COINS. 


Pursuant to an Order of Her Majesty in Council of the 24th September 1886, British Coins 
are the only legal tender in these Islands and the limit up to which Silver and Bronze Coins are 
received is raised to five pounds and one shilling respectively. 


Twenty franc pieces and five franc pieces, both French and Italian, are now merely kept in 
deposit as articles of merchandize for exportation to the neighbouring centres of Trade such as 
Tunis, Tripoli, Bengasi, Syria, and Sicily, when a demand arises ‘for them for the purchases of 
produce, or for the payment of bills payable in Francs or Lire. The deposit of such Coins 
greatly diminished, as in Tripoli and Bengasi Sovereigns are in demand when Napoleons are not 
obtainable at 155. 114d. 


The currency consists of British gold and_ silver :— gold coin below legal tender weight is 
rejected. The system of making payments by cheques has been adopted by the whole 
Commercial community. 


In February 1904 the Government made arrangements for the deposit of public moneys in 
the Anglo-Egyptian Bank, Ltd., Malta Branch, under certain conditions.

An unlimited quantity, as the building is 
directly connected with the aqueducts which 
supply the town. There is a constant supply 
both of pota>le and second quality water (hard). 


The potable water is conveyed from a 
natural spring to a storage reservoir about 4} 
miles from the town and thence by an iron main 
to the Hospital. The second quality water is 
pumped from a station about 3 miles from 
Valletta to a service tank whence it is distributed | 
through iron pipes in the town. 


Gcod in every respect ? 


The Baths (Rufford and Finch’s rst class 
porcelain Baths) are conveniently situated both 
for bathing patients on admission, and _ for 
ablution or cure during stay in H»spital. Two 
lavatories (Jenning’s Lift-up Lavatories) exist, 
one in each division, and two others (earthen- 
were basins fixed in marble slabs) 1 in Lying-in 
Wards and one in Lock Hospital. The outlet 
pipes of Baths and Lavatories are completely 
disconnected from the drains by discharging 
into gully traps in the open air.
